Earthquake Ravages. 


Rom», Feb. 25.— The earthquake was 
stronly felt out at sea off Genoa. It 
woke sailors from their sleep, 

At Turin a portion of the ceiling of 
the church of Sauta Toressa fell upon 
the worshippers, but none were killed. 
In many parts street traffic was stopped, 
as houses were rendered liable to fall. 

It is reported that at Bussava, a 
village of eight hundred inhabitants, 
successive shocks levelled nearly every 
house. One third of the people are 
said to be burried in the ruins,and there 
is no hope of rescuing them. Not one

Ganeva, Feb. 25. — The oseillations 


of the earth from north to south were 


felt through Switserland. No lo of 


Pasi’ lives is reported, but much damage bas 


been done to property. Soldiers have 
been sent to the villages visited by the 
earthquake to assist in burying the dead. 
King Humbert desired to to 
Genoa, but was dissuaded therefrom. 

The Italian “Soothsayer” an almanac, 
predicted earthquake shocks as likely 
to occur between the 23rd and 25th of 
February, 

Nion, Feb. 25.— At Mentone 250 
houses have beon rendered uninhabit- 
able. Several fires occured, but these 
were speedily eatinguished, Military 
guards were placed on duty to prevent 
tho pillaging of wrecked houses. The 
field telegraph is now working in many 
places. A bread famine is expected 
owing to the destruction of the ovens of 
the bakers. 

Some wells in this section dried up 
as a result of the earthquake. Others 
increased in volume. A jet of hot water 
burst from the bed of the Paillon river. 
Miss Chapel, an American lady, was 
burried in the ruins of Villa Natal, but 
was rescued unhurt. The total number 
of injured there is 23. There were 
occasional tremors yesterday. 

Despatches from Rome give the follow- 
ing official list of the. killed and wound- 
ed; Diano Marina, 250 killed and 
injured-; Bressano, 50 killed and 36 
injured ; Diano Castello, 30 killed ; 
Castelano, 35 killed and many injured. 
The number of persons killed is less 
than was supposed. It is estimated 
that in the province of Porto Maurizio 
570 persons were killed and 156 injured. 
In the province of Genoa 34 were killed 
and 37 injured. Bajardo and Diano 
Marina were the only places destroyed. 
Cervo was only partially damaged. The 
churches at Bajardo, Castellaro and 
Anrigo were thrown down.

According to the report of the 
Minister of Education for last year, 
oe ising the statistics for 1885, the 

. number of children of school age 
im the Province in the latter year was 
583,147. Of these 471,235 were actu- 
ally pupib in attendance on the public

Fut it is considerably short of 
dude number actually attending school in 
1876, amounting to 489,664. Since 
that time the number steadily decreased 
until 1883. when the pupils only num- 
bered 462,887.

Macpherson, the following other Waterloo 
veterans living in this section have gone in 
response to the roll call- of death: Mr. 
Kirkham, South Sherbrooke; Mr. Hent 
McDonald, treasurer of Drummond, an 
Sergeant Rams bottom, of Lenark township. 


Railway Extension.

Canada’s Iron Fields. 


An American Syndicate, it is said, 


Owns and Controls Them. 


A despatch from New York, dated March 
12th, contains the foliowing good news, if 
true :—An immense iron combination is be- 
ing formed in New York which aims at noth- 
ing short of owning and controlling all the 
known valuable iron deposits of Canada, now 
being ascertained to be the richest iron county 
in the world. The Central Ontario Railway, 
which runs from Trenton, on Lake Ontario, 
through the centre of Ontario, and all the 
iron interest connected with it are to form 
part of the scheme. The road is to be ex- 
tendend 150 miles through the heart of the 
iron districts to a junction with the Canadian 
Pacific Railway at Lake Nipissing. The cap- 
ital of the company is ten millions, more 
than two-thirds of which is already pledged. 
The syndicatee it is said will own more t 
a hundred different properties at various 
points in Canada, and a mineral development, 
even greater than that on Lake Superior, ia 

redicted. Among the principal movers is 
23 Payne, Stephenson Burke, 8. J. 
Ritchie, all of Ohio; James MoLaren, of 
Ottawa; Erastus Wiman, A. B. Boardman 
and other pronfinent parties in New York.

Another Railway Bridge Disaster. 


Following close upon the heels of the 
terrible tragedy at White River June- 
tion comes a report from Boston of an- 
other railway accident with a death roll 
almost equally large, and details of suf- 
fering and horrorso revolting as to be 
well nigh unreadable. 

The scene is a now iron bridge on the 
Dedham branch of the Providence Rail- 
way, which is known among railway 
men as “the tin bridge.” At first it 
was reported that the bridge had given 
away and that the accident was due to 
this, but the true details cannot now be 
ascertained. The facts,as far as known 
at the present time are as follows, As 
the Dedhan Branch train, which leaves 
Dedham at 7.05 and which arrives in 
Boston at 7.40, reached the bridge the 
three rear cars were thrown from the 
track and piled promiscuously dewn 
the embankwent, which is thirty or 


thirty-five feet high. The cars wero | 


filled with passengers fwho had taken 
the train at Dedham and the stations 
between there and Forest Hill. As 
soon as the accident occured word was 
sent to the nearest stations. Surgeons 
were at once in attendance and the in- 
jured passengers received prompt atten- 
tion. Meantime a force of men set to 
work to relieve those who were pinned 
under the wreck and a wrecking train 
was made up and sent to the scene. 

So far, the killed number twenty- 
seven and the fatally injured nine. It 
is impossible to obtain an absolutely 
correct account of ghe number injured, 
but it willreach 100 or more. Of these 
at least twenty five are quite badly hurt 
and the remainder received only slight 
bruises.
